NOTE. 


It will be remembered that in the collections of early Medical 
and Scientific books sold in these Rooms in April and May of last 
year, the majority of the volumes formed part of bequests made 
to Sion College by Dr. John Lawson and Archdeacon Waple in 
1705 and 1712 respectively. The early Scientific books (classified 
in the Sion College Catalogue as Class E, Natural Science) now 
offered for sale, mostly form part of the same bequests, though 
in the present case a larger proportion of the volumes formerly 
belonged to Archdeacon Waple, who, it may be recalled, made 
special provision in the terms of his bequest to enable the President 
and Governors to sell such of his books as “ they shall judge it 
convenient to do so.”’ The proceeds of this sale will again be used 
to augment the fund which has been put aside for the specific 
purpose of repairing or rebinding the older and more valuable 
books in the Library. 


As in the former sales, many of these books were evidently 
acquired by the original owners as they appeared, and a large 
proportion are in contemporary calf bindings. Owing to disuse, 
however, the leather of the bindings has become brittle, and most 
of the covers are broken. The books themselves have not, 
generally speaking, suffered, and in many cases they are remark- 
able for having good margins, owing to the fact that they have 
never been rebound. Some of the volumes in folio are more or 
less water-stained, as a result of the overflow of the Thames 
many years ago. As usual any imperfections noticed have been 
described, but it has not been thought necessary to repeat the 
defects as to broken bindings or the water-stained condition of 
the folios.
